Suffrage to Have i-air'Play. 


A brief statement to ths general ef- 


fect that now is the time to work 
rather than talk, was made at the 
State headquarters of the suffragists 
by Mrs. Frank M. JRoessIng, president 
of the State Association, The state- 
ment was issued iu response to num- 
erous requests for an outline of the 
campaign which, the suffragists are 
planning to carry the women suffrage 
amendment to the Constitution at the 
polls on JBlectlon Day.

The lower portion 
of the lungs cannot be emptied and 
instead of receiving a supply of fresh 
air they will be filled with residual 
air. 


To work, sit or walk day after day 


with the shoulders hunched forward, 
ine'aus that the Jung capacity Is lessen- 
ed just so much and a corresponding 
ioss of vitality results. 


Such a posture also permits the sag- 


ging of the diaphragm, a resulting 
displacement of the abdominal organs 
and leads to serious digestive distur- 
bances. 


Do not resort to shoulder braces or 


other mechanical means to corrtet 
stooping shoulders. 
These are but 


makeshifts which do not remedy the 
real trouble. Make the mental eSort 
necessary to keep the body erect. By 
maintaining proper posture the mus- 
cles can be strengthened and made to 
do their work of holding the body up- 
right. 


When children exhibit a tendency 


to grow stoop shouldered parents and 
teachers should see to it that they are 
given physical exercises to correct the 
fault.—Little talks ou Health aud 
Hygiene by SAMUEL G- Dixo^, M. D-, 
LJL.

In 1874 he gave 
large sums of money to public institu- 
tions here and. among others, for the 
erection of themobt powerful telescope 
iu the world aud now in use in cou- 
uection with the astronomical obser\ a- 
tory of the University of California. 


When the Civil War broke out in 


1S51 there were no railroads across 
the continent and no meaus of com- 
munication with California save by 
overland traius or by vessels around 
Cape Horn. At this this time tbe 
Honorable E. D. Baker, who had long 
1'ved m San Francisco, was United 
States Senator from Oregon. Imoued 
with a spirit of patriotism and ani- 
mated by State pride, he organized m 
Philadelphia the fiist California regi- 
ments 
In a speech to his command 


as it was departing for the front, he 
said : 


'•And if from'the far Pacific a voice 


feebler thao the feeblest murmur ou 
its shores may be heard to give you 
courage and hope iu the contest, that 
voice is yours today " 


These California regiments so form- 


ed later constituted the Philadelphia 
Brigade, and it was this brave force 
which in the Bloody Angle at Gettys- 
burg withstood the furious charge of 
Pickett's nieu.

LESSER INDIAN DEATH RATE 


Statistics Seem to Show That the Race 


Is Beginning to Build 


Up Again. 


The physical decline and the alarm- 


ing death rate of the American In- 
dian of today Is perhaps the most seri- 
ous and urgent of the many problems 
that confront him at tho present time. 


The"death rate is stated by govern- 


ment officials at about thirty per thou- 
sand of the population—double the 
average rale among white Americans. 
From the same source we learn that 
about seventy thousand in the 'United 
States are suffering from trachoma, a 
serious and contagious eye disease, 
and probably thirty thousand -have 
tuberculosis in some form. 


The death rate from tuberculosis Is 


almost three times that among the 
•whites. 


These are grave facts and cause 


deep anxiety to the intelligent Indian 
and to the friends of the race. 
' 


Some hold pessimistic views looking 


to its early extinction; but these are 
not -warranted by the outlook, for, In 
spite of the conditions named, the last 
three censuses show a .slight but con- 
tinuous increase in the total number 
of Indians. 


Xor is this increase among mixed- 


bloods alone; the full-blooded Indians 
are also increasing in numbers. 
This 


indicates that the race has reached 
and passed the lowest point of its de- 
cline, and is beginning slowly but sure- 
ly to recuperate.

VALUE OP DOGS IN W&R7ARE 


European Armies AH Employ Them, 


and Testimony fs That They 


Give Good Service. 


While mere has been, devoted a 


good deal of attention to the use of 
dogs in arabulance work, the sentry 
dcg nag figured little in dispatches. 
The semiy dog was urgently recom- 
mended a year or two ago by some of 
the higher French army officers, but 
they received no encouragement from 
the war office. Now the need is acute- 
ly felt and a corps is being trained as 
rapidly as possible. 
A dog of this 


kind Tull invariably give warning of 
the approach ot an enemy long before 
the soldier sentry is aware of it.

past month, no night attack of the 
Germans has been successful.
